IN THE WRONG COURT. 


The rules of Parliament prevent the discussion | 


of the question of reducing freight rates westward | 


from the prairie provinces to a level with those 
charged eastward. That will be disappointing of 
course to the British Columbia Government, and 
no doubt to the Government of this province also 
which has gone upon record as backing the I. © 
policy. There is, however, a substantial reason 
why such subjects should be barred. We have a 
Railway Commission in Canada which is supposed 
to regulate freight rates on a basis of equality 
and all-round fairness. If parliament is to usurp 
that function it should first pass legislation form 
ally relieving the Commission of its responsibility 
Unless and until that is done the Commission, not 
Parliament, is the tribunal which should be ap 
plied to for relief from discriminatory and exces 
sive rates. The ease for reduced rates westward 
is strong enough to stand on its merits in the 
court established to settle such matters, and is 
more likely to be prejudiced than helped by at 
tempts to go over the heads of the judges and get 
a special ruling from the national legislature. 


SECTIONALISM OR NATIONALISM? 


The Montreal Gazette has a recent article on 
‘‘British Columbia’s Ambition.’’ It defines the 
B.C. proposal as follows: 

(1) To wrest authority from the railway com 
inission and transfer it to parliament. 

2) To secure a transportation advantage for

3) To assert a dangerous political and see 
tional interference with the Canadian National 
railway
